by my friends, without books or rational society, travelling through deserts 
and immense and frightful forests, birds and beasts my only companions. 
Of these I have written the history which I now dedicate to you, and send 
you that you may know me by it, and become acquainted with my labours. 
It is necessary to inform you, however, that although this is the same 
work which I sent you some years ago, and which has just been published 
in Paris*, it has been augmented, rectified, and much improved, as you 
will find on examination.”?

Sefior Navarrete deserves the greatest credit, for having brought to light, and 
preserved from destruction these invaluable documents relating to Colum- 
bus, and the early voyages to the New World. The account of Columbus’ 
first voyage was taken from his original papers, by the celebrated Las 
Casas, a copy of which was found in the archives of the Duke del Infantado 
in his hand writing. An abstract of it is found in his Historia de las Indias 
of whichthree stout volumes in folioexistin MS. In the year 1823 I founda 
copy of this MS. of the first voyage in the library of Luzuriaga, an eminent 
physician of Madrid, deceased a short time before: and was informed by 
one of his sisters, that it had been made by herself from the original, which 
had been in the hands of her brother, for safe keeping, during the time the 
French were in possession of Madrid, and was afterwards returned to the 
Duke. I made an application to him, through Father Egan, his confessor, 
who informed me that the Duke was entirely ignorant of any such work having 
ever been in his possession. As I knew of no other copy, I considered the 
discovery and acquisition of this MS. as very valuable and important. It 
was not until two years after, that I learnt that Sefior Navarrete had alse 
taken a copy from the original, and was preparing it for publication. An 
American captain who was in Madrid at the time Idiscovered the MS. re- 
ported on his return to the United States, that I had obtained Columbus’ 
Original Journal in his own hand writing, and this report was published in 
most of the newspapers. ‘These voyages are preceded by a long and very 
learned introduction by the editor, and followed by a collection of all the 
documents found in the archives of Spain, relating to Columbus and his 
voyages. A third volume was published in 1829, and a fourth and fifth in 
1837. These contain the voyages of Vesputius, Magallanes, Elcano, and 
others. The troubles in Spain have interrupted the continuation, for which 
the learned editor has materials for many volumes.

Two copies were printed ou vellum, one of which was presented to the 


Bodleian Library, and the other to the British Museum. Ten copies were 
printed on large drawing paper, nine of which were presented to crowned 
heads and public institutions, and the tenth to the compiler of this work, 
who was employed by the author to collect books and manuscripts in 
Spain, and had the honour of presenting a copy to Ferdinand the Seventh, 
by whose order all the Archives and Libraries of Spain were opened to 
him, with permission to take copies of all that related to American his- 
tory. Near one hundred folio volumes were obtained, many of them of 
great importance, and scarcely known to exist even in Spain. They were 
sold by auction in Dublin, a few years ago, and the compiler of this work 
had the good fortune to obtain nearly all of them. 

Lord Kingsborough’s penchant for Mexican Antiquities was produced by a 
sight of the original Mexican manuscript described by Purchas (Pilgrimes 
vol, 3), preserved in the Bodleian Library, where his lordship was a student. 
From the time he first saw it, he appears to have devoted his mind to it, 
and to have thought of nothing else. Augustin Aglio, an excellent and 
well known Italian painter, was employed by him to visit Rome, Vienna, 
Dresden, and other places, to search for, and to make copies of Mexican 
manuscripts, and after his return, to make drawings of them on stone. I 
visited Spain for him in 1830, and again in 1832. He was so well pleased 
with the result of my expeditions, that he gave me the large paper copy before 
referred to. After having expended upwards of thirty thousand pounds 
upon this work, he got into difficulties with some of the persons with 
whom he dealt, particularly with a celebrated paper manufacturer. He 
was arrested in Dublin, and from obstinacy or unwillingness to pay a 
demand he thought unjust, was thrown into prison. He was there seized 
with a typhus fever, which ended fatally in a few days. If he had lived, he 
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would within a year, have become Earl of Kingston, and inherited afortune 183], 
of forty thousand pounds a year. Had he lived, there is no doubt but that w— 


he would have devoted his life and fortune to the development of the 
ancient history of America, which had become with him a monomania.

The publication of this valuable work was commenced in this year, and 
finished in 1837, the stereotype plates of the first volume of the Writings 
were sent to London and an edition issued there, but it met with no en- 
couragement, and was in consequence abandoned, the price being returned 
to the purchasers, and the copies on hand, to use a publisher’s term, 
wasted—that is, mutilated and sold for waste paper. Some copies of the 
work were printed on large paper, in imperial 8vo.

George Washington Montgomery, was born at Alicant, in Spain, the son of 
John Montgomery, a citizen of the United States, who was for many 
years a highly respected merchant at that place. After receiving a 
classical education at Exeter, in England, he was for some years employed 
by the Marquis of Casa Yrujo, the Father of the present Duke of Soto. 
mayor, as his private secretary.—He was afterwards for some time at- 
tached to the United States Legation, at Madrid; during which period he 
translated Irving’s Chronicles of the Conquest of Granada, into very pure 
Spanish, and published Tareas de un Solitario, a collection of tales in imi- 
tation of the Sketch Book, and El Bastardo de Castilla, an historical 
novel, founded on the story of the famous Bernardo del Carpio, which was 
translated into English, and published in America. His Spanish works 
met with great applause in Spain, for the classical purity of their language, 
and have been adopted by many Spanish teachers, as class-books. In the 
year 1838, he was sent as bearer of despatches from Washington to 
Guatemala, and on his return, published the present interesting account 
of his journey. He was soon after appointed United States Consul at 
Tampico, the climate of which place affected his health so much as to 
oblige him to leave it and return to Washington, where he was some time 
employed in the state department. But he never entirely recovercd his 
health, and died at Washington, not long after, highly respected and deeply 
lamented by all who knew him, at the age of thirty-seven.
